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NEWS OR NOT 


Tax Men Question Jockeys 


New York revenue agents last week 
spent 2 days questioning jockeys at Aque- 
duct about their earnings in the state. 
The department called the investigation 
routine, and an agent described it as a 
“field audit.” According to the New York 
Times, the state treasury men have been 
especially interested in “sporting figures 
and entertainers” who appear in the state 
only occasionally but do not live there. 
Under a regulation that took effect July 
1, 1960, the state has been requiring with- 
holding taxes from earnings of persons in 
this category. 


Trade Pounds for Preference 


Beginning with the 1961-62 season. 
horses bred in Florida will cease to have 
a 5-pound allowance in Florida races, if 
the racing commission in that state ac- 
cepts a recommendation presented by 
the Florida Thoroughbred Breeders’ As- 
sociation. 

The weight allowance, instituted as an 
encouragement to the young Thorough- 
bred breeding industry in the Sunshine 
State. for several years applied to all 
races run in Florida. It was eliminated 
in races valued at $20,000 and upward 
after the successes of Needles in top- 
flight competition. Its elimination from 
all other races is being urged as a result 
of a new law which requires that each 
Florida track run an average of one 
race per day giving preference to Florida- 
bred horses as entries; in view of this 
gain, breeders offered to give up the 
advantage of the weight allowance. 

The races in which Florida-bred en- 
tries will be given preference are to be 
programmed in proportion to the class of 
horses available. To this end. a field 
secretary for the FTBA will act as liaison 
between horsemen and the racing secre- 
tary’s office. 

Besides requesting elimination of the 
5-pound allowance, the FTBA also asks 
that breeders’ awards, paid by the track, 
be waived in “preferred” races in which 
at least half the starters were bred in 
Florida. The tracks’ counter-proposal that 
all breeders’ awards be discontinued was 
opposed by Grant A. Dorland, former 
Kentucky breeder now located in Ocala, 
who presented the association’s petitions 
to the racing commission. The require- 
ment for breeders’ awards—$250 for each 
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Florida-bred winner at south Florida 
tracks in races up to $5,000 in value, 
$500 in races of higher value—was left 
unchanged by the commission. 


"The Worse for Wear" 


Trainer Vance Longden reported that 
Four-and-Twenty, which turned in one of 
his finest races in winning the Hollywood 
Derby on July 8, would be retired for the 
season. “He came out of the Derby a little 
worse for wear. so we're going to blister 
him and turn him out for the remainder 
of the year.” Longden said. Four-and- 
Twenty had won the Derby by nearly 4 
lengths over We're Hoping. 


Some Dandy Lions 


Errors which should be as visible as 
dandelions on the lawn sometimes escape 
detection until it is too late to weed them 
out. Former editor Peter Vischer, owner 
of Habre de Venture at Port Tobacco. 
Md.. who still reads with an editor’s eye. 
found some dandy lions in the July 1 
issue of The Blood-Horse. On page 19 
was a reference to “Joseph Schiff. a Wall 
Street broker.” instead of John Mortimer 
Schiff. Wall Street banker (Kuhn, Loeb 
and Company). On page 34 *Hunter’s 
Moon IV “stands at The Caves, Eccleston, 
Md.” *Hunter’s Moon IV is dead. 


The Arcaro Profile 


An_ hour-long television documentary 
on the life and times of jockey Eddie 
Arcaro will be presented Thursday night. 
August 10. on the CBS network’s “Sum- 
mer Sports Spectacular.” Sportscaster 
Bud Palmer will do the interviewing. 

According to CBS publicity, the pro- 
gram will include film clips of Arcaro’s 
5 Kentucky Derby victories and of the 
Don Meade-Herb Fisher battle in the 1933 
Derby.

for $70,000, a new world record for a filly sold at auction. 


John M. Olin sat impassively beside 
Leslie Combs II at the Keeneland sales 
pavilion on the night of July 24 until the 
bidding on the magnificent yearling colt 
by Swaps—Obedient reached the $105,000 
mark. At that point he looked across the 
corner of the ring toward Humphrey S. 
Finney, white-thatched president of the 
Fasig-Tipton Company, whose bid of $95.,- 
000 on Olin’s behalf had been raised 
twice. to $105,000. 


In answer to Finney’s inquiring look, 
Olin closed the fingers of his right hand, 
raised the thumb, and made a quick 
upward thrust. The lid was off. Finney 
made 2 more bids, and at $130,000 the 
colt was knocked down to him. establish- 
ing a world record for a yearling sold 
by auction. 


Later in the evening, when Finney 
reached his $55,000 limit on Combs’ 
Nashua—Beau Jet filly, he got no signal 
to go further, but Mrs. Olin herself took 
up the bidding and carried it on until a 
world record price for a filly had been 
reached. Mrs. Olin’s final bid was 
topped, however, by James G. Lockwood's 
offer of $70,000 on behalf of Maine 
Chance Farm. 


Combs, already famous as the most 
successful purveyor 
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yearlings, now had sold the highest-priced 
colt in history and also had replaced his 
own record of $63,000 for a yearling filly 
(Idun). The 10 head sold under his name 
made a fantastic record average of $51.- 
150. The total for the night was an un- 
precedented $1,264,700; the average of 
$19.457 was the highest ever at Keene- 
land. 

Although the master of Spendthrift 
Farm made the biggest news at Keene- 
land, as usual, the bidding was extremely 
strong for other consignments in the sum- 
mer auctions. The yearling market, which 
had held a high altitude for half a dozen 
years in succession, moved up into the 
stratosphere. 

With one of the 5 sessions still ahead 
when The Blood-Horse went to press, 242 
yearlings had brought $3,653,200, aver- 
age $15.096. The aggregate already was 
higher than for the entire sale last July. 

Through the Tuesday night session, 136 
colts had sold for $2.372.400, average $17.- 
444, and 106 fillies had brought $1.280.800 
average $12.083.

Company was expected to fall below the 
general average of the 3-day series, but it 
was enough to indicate, long before the 
afternoon selling had ended, that buyers 
were able and willing to recruit their 
racing stables at prices at least as high 
as they had been paying in the high 
market of the last few years. 

The 55 head which went through the 
ring brought $536,500. The average of 
$9,755 was well above that of the 2 lowest 
sessions of the auctions at Keeneland last 
July, although most of the consignors 
with as many as 3 offerings had lower 
averages than in 1960. The 23 head sold 
in smaller consignments averaged $10,848. 

T. A. Grissom’s Duntreath Farm got 
the highest price of the afternoon for a 
colt by *Windy City II out of the Santa 
Margarita Handicap winner Lurline B. 
dam of Guide Line. Lurullah. and the 
$86,000 Nalur. I. C. McMahan. of Nash- 
ville, acting as agent. took the colt for 
$39.500. About 5 minutes later Jack 
Welch’s brother to Tinkalero went to 
George Harsh, agent. for $37.000. The 
top-priced filly. at $35,000. was a daugh- 
ter of Jet Action and Trefoil, dam of 
Lori-E] and Miss Summer Time.

The New York Racing 
Association, struggling to continue opera- 
tions in the face of a Teamster-organized 
strike of backstretch personnel. this week 
was promised State Police protection in 
the transport of horses to Saratoga. 

Lt. Gov. Malcolm White on Tuesday. 
July 25, told newsmen that the state would 
take whatever steps were necessary to 
preserve law and order on highways and 
thruways. This meant, presumably. that 
State Police would protect the vans on the 
way from Metropolitan New York to up- 
state Saratoga. 

With this assurance from Albany. the 
NYRA named Jack Kennedy and Tom 
Trotter to co-ordinate the movement of 
horses. beginning Wednesday morning, the 
26th. At the same time, a group of van 
owners began working out details of man- 
ning the vehicles. and Railway Express 
notified the NYRA that it was standing 
by to give whatever assistance it could. 

Pinkertons. backed up by Saratoga 
County police and a State Police contin- 


gent. were to provide security at the 
up-state track. 


The strike started Thursday night. 


July 20. after a meeting of about 600 
union sympathizers in a New Hyde Park 
hall. Picket lines were thrown around 
Belmont Park and Aqueduct. and for a 
while there was doubt that Aqueduct 
would be able to offer its Friday program. 
Union drivers refused to cross the picket 
lines. 

The pickets carried signs reading: 
“Grooms. exercise boys and hot walkers on 
strike. The New York Racing Associa- 
tion. owners and trainers. unfair. Local 
917 International Brotherhood of Team- 
sters.”” 

Three or 4 vans. traveling independent- 
ly and manned by non-union drivers, 
forced their way through the line early 
Friday morning and were met by a hail 
of rocks and bricks. One transport. own- 
ed by John Cottier, had its windshield 
shattered. and a brick was left imbedded 
in the glass. The driver was cut about the 
face. 


Striking Teamsters try to keep a horse van from entering Aqueduct on Friday 
morning, July 21. Police arrested 7 organizers for disturbing the peace. 
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The NYRA then obtained police escort 
from Queens and Nassau authorities, and 
a 6-van convoy made the trip from BHel- 
mont without incident. By 11 a.m., 7 
men had been arrested for disorderly 
conduct. Post time that day was delayed 
from 1:30 to 2 p.m. 

Trainers and assistant trainers led their 
own horses to the paddock without trouble, 
but a former jockey, Dick Hall, who has 
been trying to organize an Exercise Boys 
Guild independent of the Teamsters, was 
punched in the mouth by a groom while 
making his way through the grandstand. 

Employees of the Manhattan Mainten- 
ance Company. the firm which cleans up 
the grounds. refused to cross the lines, 
and a group of union electricians blacked 
out closed-circuit television and part of 
the infield odds board. Union bartenders 
and restaurant workers quit work. 


Two representatives of the State Media- 
tion Board. Irving R. Shapiro and Harry 
Silverman, arrived at the track late Friday 
for conferences with owners, trainers. and 
track officials, but if anything was _ re- 
solved at these meetings. there was no 
evidence of it. 

Trainers, owners, and their attorneys 
held a closed-door meeting from which 
the press was barred. The parties first 
refused to discuss what had transpired at 
the session. but later it was revealed that 
a decision had been made to refuse to 
bargain with Teamsters until balloting 
among the stables was completed and the 
union was certified by the State Labor 
Relations Board. 

J. H. (Casey) Hayes, trainer for 
Meadow Stable and recently elected presi- 
dent of the New York division of the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and _ Protective 
Association, said that latest returns from 
the balloting indicated a stalemate. ‘The 
count is 19 to 19, and 5 stables are chal- 
lenged.” he said. 

There are 141 stables in New York. 
and 70 have yet to vote. Then why had 
the Teamsters decided to strike? 

Irving Bush, attorney for Local 917. 
said: “Ever since the decision by the dis- 
trict court throwing out representation by 
the National Labor Relations Board. as 
contested by trainers and owners, they 
have been firing people, threatening loss 
of job. and engaging in every conceivable 
coercion. We asked to meet with the 
HBPA before steps were taken to organize 
the backstretch. as a reasonable and sen- 
sible way. but they said no.” 

The union’s demands : $95 a week for 
grooms, $75 a week for hot-walkers, and a 
minimum of $124 a week for exercise boys: 
a 6-day week; fringe benefits, including a 
214 per cent cut of purses, to be split 
equally among employees, and a hospital- 
ization plan covering the worker and 
immediate members of his family. 

On Friday morning, as the situation 
worsened, the NYRA released the follow- 
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ing statement, disclaiming any respon- 
sibility for the strike or its settlement: 

“The Teamsters Union is in a labor 
dispute with the owners and trainers of 
Thoroughbred horses. 

“The New York Racing Association is 
not a party in this dispute. The New 
York Racing Association does. however. 
have a definite responsibility to the public. 
state. city, and its own employees to con- 
tinue racing operations. 

“The picket signs at Aqueduct and 
Belmont Park stating that the New York 
Racing Association is ‘unfair’ are not only 
inaccurate but misleading to the public. 

“The grooms. hot walkers and exercise 
boys work for owners and trainers and 
are not employed by the NYRA.” 

Early efforts to determine what course 
the race tracks would pursue were futile. 
John W. Hanes. chairman of the board of 
the NYRA. was in Lexington for the 
Keeneland sales. President Edward T. 
Dickinson had been sent on vacation and 
could not be reached. Vice president 
Frank Basil. left in charge. played a kind 
of hide-and-seek game with newsmen. Ash- 
ley Trimble Cole. chairman of the New 
York State Racing Commission. was _ ill 
and vacationing out of town. 

On the backstretch. normal activities 
continued. but under abnormal strain. 
Owners. trainers. and some exercise boys 
mucked out stalls and did other chores. 
while workouts for the most part were 
postponed. There were 11 horses on the 
track Friday morning at Aqueduct. 25 at 
Belmont. By Tuesday the Jockeys Guild 
had offered to replace absent exercise 
boys. 

Tension continued to mount on Satur- 
day. That morning a 16-year-old groom. 
Frank Burgin. was beaten by strikers 
at Belmont. and that night a 54-year-old 
striking groom, William Keyes, was 
stabbed to death. allegedly by William M. 
Dumpson, 28. a hot walker for Maine 
Chance Farm. 

Dumpson, who was not on strike. claim- 
ed that he was accosted by 5 or 6 strikers. 
who taunted him, then threw bricks at 
him. He threw back. grabbed Keyes. and 
in the struggle killed him with a knife. 

John Burke, local head of the Team- 
sters. said other unions would support his 
own—“If they don’t support us. we won't 
support them”—and on Saturday night. 
after the Keyes slaying, the AFL-CIO Cen- 
tral Labor Council gave the strike its en- 
dorsement. By Monday morning. an esti- 
mated 50 per cent of the striking personnel 
had returned to work, but there were few 
signs of lessening tension. 

Hanes returned to New York on Mon- 
day afternoon, and at Aqueduct that even- 
ing. addressing newsmen. he _ indicated 
that the NYRA would not move against 
the strikers unless work stoppage became 
so extensive that the track could not 
operate. ‘When we can’t race, then we'll 
resort to legal action,” he said.

“IT am here to discuss the ill-advised 
strike by Local 917 against the people of 
New York.” Hanes said. “First. I must 
say to you I am as much in the dark as 
you are. We have had a most cordial 
relation with unions: we have bargained 
fairly and treated them fairly. 

“The death of groom Keyes brought a 
charge by Mr. John Burke that it was the 
work of association goons. That is a lie. 
I refer you to police reports of the inci- 
dent. Willizm Keyes. employed by train- 
er Ed Holton. had an altercation with 
groom Willizm Dumpson. He was stabbed 
115 miles from the picket line. Our in- 
formation is that Dumpson was jumped 
by some 5 men. and they threw rocks 
at him. Dumpson tried to defend him- 
self. They ran away. and Dumpson 
caught up with Keyes. Dumpson turned 
himself in to police shortly thereafter. | 
have been told he was a good boy and 
that he did not want the union. Keyes 
was on strike. 

“The New York Racing Association is 
serving as a catalyst. Our duty is to 
keep racing going. .. . We hope to go 


on with the Saratoga meeting. . . . The 
strike is not our job, and our information 
is meager. We have been sitting in with 
our attorneys as observers at state media- 
tion board meetings. When there is a 
loss of revenue here. then it becomes the 
state’s business. In our judgment, it is 
an outlaw strike.” 

Asked if the NYRA was considering 
court action against the “unauthorized” 
strike. Hanes said, “We consider- 
ing it.” He repeated that this would be 
in the event the track could not operate. 

Mediators met with horsemen and 
union officials on Monday and Tuesday. 
with track representatives sitting in as 
observers, but Ittle progress was report- 
ed. 

On Tuesday night. with pickets still at 
their posts and sympathizers from other 
unions still off the job, Hanes again met 
with newsmen. “It is our hope, expecta- 
tion, and ambition to keep the show on 
the road.” he said. 

He would be able to do this as long as 
he had horses and operable pari-mutuel 
equipment.

The Week's Racing 


Primonetta’s First Defeat, 


Big Win for Rattle Dancer 


OceEANporT. It was a strange week-end 
at Monmouth Park, one fraught with sur- 
prises and suspense. Biggest surprise of 
all, of course, was the defeat of Primon- 
etta by Fred W. Hooper’s My Portrait in 
the Monmouth Oaks. 


After running up 9 victories, the Darby 
Dan Farm filly was beaten in time that 
equaled the track record. Post-mortems 
(by “self-styled experts,” in trainer Jim 
Conway’s estimation) hung a share of the 
blame on Chris Rogers, her fourth jockey 
this year. How Rogers got the mount is 
as pertinent to the race as anything 
aside from the running itself. 

Primonetta, under Bill Shoemaker, had 
won the Delaware Oaks by a nose on the 
previous week-end. Prior to that, she had 
won 2 starts at Monmouth, including the 
6-furlong Miss Woodford Stakes, under 
Howard Grant. And before that. Bill Har- 


tack twice had won on her in New York. 


“Shoemaker told me last week at Dela- 
ware,” said Conway, “just to let him 
know we were going to run there again 
this week (in the New Castle Stakes 
against older fillies and mares) or at 
Monmouth. Then he just didn’t turn up. | 
tried to get Grant, too, but he took the 
mount at Delware on Airmans Guide. And 
then I thought we had a good chance to 
get Arcaro, but we couldn't get him down 
from New York in time.” . 

Empowered, at his own request. to dig 
up a rider, Joe Hirsch of the Morning 
Telegraph, spent a good part of Friday 
on the Monmouth Park press box tele- 
phone. Hartack, in Chicago, declined; he 
was tied up on Free Copy in the Equi- 
poise Mile and was not anxious to ride in 
New Jersey anyhow, having been quoted 
as saying he hadn’t received a fair shake 
from the stewards’ at the New Jersey 
tracks (a sentiment he will temporarily 
shelve te be aboard Ridan in the $100,000 
Sapling, for 2-year-olds on August 5). 
John L. Rotz was on Rash Statement at 
Delaware. 

Then came the master stroke. 

“Arcaro,’ Hirsch pronounced. “will 
ride Kelso at Aqueduct and take a heli- 
copter here in time to ride Primonetta.” 

“A splendid idea,” said the Monmouth 
Park publicity office, which was eager to 
provide the name of a rider for the other 


newsmen. “Except for one thing. Kelso 
runs in the seventh at Aqueduct, at 4:45, 
and normally our race here, the seventh, 
would go at about 5:45. However. if you 
will consult tomorrow’s entries, you will 
see that the Oaks is being run as the 
sixth, at 5:15.” 

“Why the sixth?” asked Hirsch. 

“For television, which orbits the earth.” 
he was told. 

The track program was printed the 
next morning with no rider listed for 
Primonetta. Newspapermen with early 
deadlines to meet kept pressing for a 
rider and finally, after the third race. the 
clerk of scales had trainer Conway paged. 

The Monmouth jockey colony had been 
pretty well committed. Among the _ best 
of the riders, Steve Brooks was on Dixi- 
ana’s Secret Honor at Delaware. Walter 
Blum was riding Calumet’s Plum Cake 
against Primonetta. Sam Boulmetis was 
in New York with *Don Poggio. Herbie 
Hinojosa was on Teacation at Delaware. 
Tommy Barrow was on Angel Speed. Joe 
Culmone was on Mighty Fair, and Gene 
Monacelli was on Dandy Princess. all at 
Monmouth. 

This left Rogers. Luigi Gino. appren- 
tice Danny French. Basil Frazier, and a 
few others from whom Conway was forced 
to choose. He chose Rogers. who was 
officially named on Primonetta little more 
than an hour before post time. Monmouth 
officials. fearing a late scratch, breathed 
a sigh of relief. 

The crowd promptly made Primonetta 
7 to 10 in the mutuels. and accorded 
Mighty Fair and Ogden Phipps’ Fun- 
loving the best chances to beat her. B. 
W. Martin’s Rose O'Neill. the Hollywood 
Oaks winner. was a late scratch, and 9 
went to the post. My Portrait was in the 
No. 1 post. Primonetta in No. 3. 

Ray Broussard sent My Portrait. 28 to 
1. bouncing from the gate, and she opened 
up a length and a half around the club 
house turn. As soon as they hit the back- 
stretch, Rogers sent Primonetta out to a 
head lead, and that’s the way it was until 
the half-mile-pole. Then Dandy Princess, 
90 to 1, challenging on the outside, took 
second place, and Funloving and Bobby 
Ussery came up outside of her, into third

Coming from 12 lengths off the pace at the 
end of the first 6 furlongs, Kelso overtook Divine 
Comedy in the final furlong and won by 1% 
lengths. Divine Comedy (118), getting 18 pounds 
from Kelso, had drawn out to a long early lead 
and, although he was unable to withstand the 
winner, he saved second from Yorky (122) by a 
nose. The time, 2:0135, was two-fifths of a second 
slower than the track record, set last year by 
Sword Dancer under 126 pounds. Kelso paid $3. 

Edward Arearo said, “I'll tell you one thing, 
that 136 pounds really tried him (Kelso)... . 
I didn’t hit him until the head of the stretch, 
and then I gave it to him again inside the eighth- 
pole. The 136 was really telling on him, and Vd 
say this was about as high on the scale as he can 
go giving away as much weight as he did.” 

In winning the Brooklyn, his eleventh consecu- 
tive victory, Kelso became the third horse to ac- 
count for the Metropolitan, Suburban, and _ the 
Brooklyn Handicaps in one season. For these races 
he carried 130, 133, and 136 pounds. Whisk Broom 
II, a 6-year-old of 1913, when he became the 
first to win the triple events, carried 126, 139, 
and 130, and Tom Fool, a 4-year-old of 1953, 
carried 130, 128, and 136. No horse has won the 
Brooklyn under a greater impost, and only .Tom 
Fool and Discovery, in 1936, carried as much.

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Breaking the undefeated Primonetta’s string of 
9 victories, My Portrait won the Monmouth Oaks 
by a neck and equaled the track record of 1:484% 
set by Levee in the 1956 renewal. My Portrait 
ran the first quarter on the lead in :2335, then 
was eased back behind Primonetta and Dandy 
Princess. She came on again on the stretch turn, 
slipped between Primonetta and the rail, and in 
the final sixteenth drove ahead. Sixth choice in 
the 9-horse field, she paid $58.80.

Gardenia Stakes last fall, then was put aside until 
Keeneland.

place. another head away. My Portrait 
began to drop back on the rail. and it 
appeared she was through. The 3 leaders 
let out all stops. 

With no one inside him any longer, 
Rogers kept Primonetta on a_ straight 
course rounding the turn. Broussard— 
and now it was obvious that My Portrait 
was far from through—shot his mount into 
the opening at the quarter-pole. and it was 
a 2-horse race to the wire. My Portrait 
got the lead at the sixteenth-pole and the 
longshot bettors went into a paroxysm of 
ecstacy. 

“Tt’s a shame it (Primonetta’s streak) 
had to end that way.” said Conway. “but 
I don’t see anything wrong in getting beat 
a neck in track record time.” 

My Portrait’s time for the 9 furlongs 
was 1:48+44. equalling a track record post- 
ed by Levee in the 1956 Oaks. 

“I'm perfectly satisfied with the way 
Rogers rode her.” Conway continued. “He 
couldn’t have done any better. I told him 
about the filly’s peculiarities before the 
race. but I left the rest up to him. IT think 
(steward) Keene Daingerfield is a pretty 
good judge of horses and riders. and he 
told me he thought Rogers rode an excel- 
lent race. If the press box is criticizing 
Rogers for letting My Portrait come in- 
side of him. they're self-styled experts 
who think they have a right to pass judg- 
ment because they’ve been sent here by 
newspapers to cover racing, and they 
think that qualifies them on matters they 
know nothing about. 

“T think Rogers rode her very well, and 
I told him so. After you name 6 or 7 
top jockeys, Rogers is as good as any- 


body. I wouldn’t hesitate to use him 
again. Criticizing him is very unfair.” 

Loyalty aside, however, had Rogers 
chosen to take the rail, there was no 
possible way that Broussard could have 
extricated My Portrait from her position 
in time to get close. 


All this should not detract from the 
smashing race run by the Hooper filly. 

“We didn’t run her last week at Dela- 
ware.” said owner Hooper, “because we 
were pointing her especially for this race. 
We won it last year with Teacation (an- 
other big upset over Berlo. Rash State- 
ment. and others) and I especially want- 
ed to win it again. Golly, that Broussard 
rode a great race. I thought we were out 
of it when she started to drop back. 

“T can’t say what her next race will 
be—probably at Atlantic City or in Chi- 
cago. We won’t run her next week in the 
Delaware Handicap. She won't face older 
fillies for a while yet.” 

Neither would Primonetta be in Dela- 
ware’s big race. Conway said that she 
might go in the Alabama Stakes, at Sara- 
toga on August 5, where she probably 
would meet Brookmeade’s Bowl of Flow- 
ers for the first time. or later in the 
Diana Handicap against older horses. 

My Portrait’s victory ended a Hooper 
jinx this summer at Monmouth. The stable 
had finished second 7 times and third 5 
times without a victory. The winner was 
sent out for the race by J. E. (Cotton) 
Tinsley Jr.. who handles Hooper’s divi- 
sion at Monmouth. Tinsley is the trainer 
at Hooper’s Alabama farm during the 
winter. 

Monmouth officials were puzzled by 
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the disappointing crowd of 27.438. down 
from last year by 6 per cent, and the 
mutuel handle of $2.477,116, down 7 per 
cent. On each of the preceding 5 Sat- 
urdays of the meeting, both had shown 
increases of from 4 to 10 per cent. With 
Aqueduct beset by labor troubles. Mon- 
mouth was prepared for. and hopefully 
expected, a monstrous turnout. Whether 
the 96-degree heat drove players to the 
beach, whether television kept some home, 
or whether advancing the feature to the 
sixth race on a 9-race prégram dented 
the handle were unanswerable questions.

Youth Had Its Day 


Los ANGELEs. Youth was served with a 
relish in the first $100,000 race of the 
year for 2-year-olds. The event was the 
Hollywood Juvenile Championship Stakes 
at Hollywood Park, and the winner was 
C. V. Whitney’s Rattle Dancer. Bobby 
Yanez. a 17-year-old apprentice who had 
never before ridden in a stakes race, was 
in the saddle. 

Rattle Dancer is listed as a roan, but it 
would be hard to describe him as anything 
but a chestnut. A strapping colt. he has 
4 white stockings and a long, narrow 
white blaze that runs from the top of his 
forehead to the end of his nose. He also 
has a temper that. until recently, he had 
vented upon the starting gate. 


“It took a lot of patience to bring this 
colt around,” trainer R. L. (Bob) Wheel- 
er told writers after the victory, which 
was worth $102,800 to Whitney. “In the 
recent Haggin Stakes, Rattle Dancer acted 
so badly at the gate I thought stewards 
might scratch him. He finished last that 
day, but I felt all along that, if we were 
patient with the colt, he would come 
along. 

“Starter Sid Swanson and Bobby Yanez 
deserve a lot of credit for their patience 
with Rattle Dancer. Every day after the 
Haggin, they worked with Rattle Dancer, 
schooling him in the gate and helping him 
to stand just right. On Thursday (2 days 
before the Juvenile Championship) I ran 
Rattle Dancer, and he acted perfectly at 
the gate, and won so easily that it was 
little more than a good work for him. 

“Still, to tell the truth, I wouldn’t have 
run him in the Championship if I had 
had to get an older bov. I wanted 
Bobby because he had worked with the 
colt and knew him so well. I’m sure 
happy for the boy that he won.” 

Yanez was born in Santa Monica, and 
went to Venice (Calif.) High School, 
completing the llth grade before he left 
school. He will be 18 in September. He 
rode his first winner last March at Golden 
Gate Fields, and has been coming along 
rapidly in the last few weeks at Hollywood 
Park. He can make 105 pounds, and he 


looks like the apprentice to watch at Del 
Mar. 


A full brother to Jungle Dancer, being 
a son of the great Native Dancer out of 
the splendid Whitney mare Monsoon, 
Rattle Dancer broke well, but was outrun 
by some of the quicker colts down the 
backstretch. 

Nearing the quarter-pole, a hole opened 
for Yanez, and he was quick to take ad- 
vantage of it. Bobby asked Rattle Dancer 
to run for the first time, and the colt 
shot into the lead. He was joined by 
Doe Jocoy, which drew up to his shoulder 
in mid-stretch, and for the last furlong 
they engaged in a bitter duel, with Rattle 
Dancer unable to draw away and Doc 
Jocoy unable to get to the front. 

The colts came together in mid-stretch, 
and Maine Chance Farm’s Gun Glory, the 
2.10-to-1 favorite, seemed to be pinched 
back. But Gun Glory’s jockey, Ray York, 
said his colt was tiring, and would never 
have been able to get up in time to take 
advantage of an opening. Gun Glory, 
which until then had been in an excellent 
position to threaten, faded in the late 
stretch. and finished fifth. Rancho Rio 
Hondo’s Indian Blood, a son of the Calu- 
met Farm castoff Indian Red, closed a big 
gap to finish third, with Fred Turner Jr.’s 
maiden Weldy. fourth. 

Killoqua, a stablemate of Rattle 
Dancer broke rather poorly, then rush-

Cuicaco. The Equipoise Mile. once 
worth $100.000. was a  $30.000-added 
affair for its 1961 renewal. .and_ the 
talent was commensurate with the reduc- 
tion of the purse. 

The starting highweight at 120 pounds 
was Calumet Farm’s Pied d’Or. a 4-year- 
old son of *Nasrullah—Two Lea. by Bull 
Lea. which has yet to fulfill the high 
hopes once held for him. Nevertheless. 
Pied d'Or went into the race with lifetime 
earnings of $123.432. and this season he 
had accounted for the Paumonok Handi- 
cap at Aqueduct and the Camden Handi- 
cap at Garden State. In his most recent 
start. at Detroit. a week earlier. Pied d’Or 
was the 7-to-5 favorite in the $50.000- 
added Sweepstake but he lost a neck 
decision to J. Graham Brown’s Run For 
Nurse while giving the 4-year-old home- 
bred son of Hasty Road 5 pounds—116 
to 111. 

In the Equipoise. Run For Nurse again 
received 5 pounds from his rival. 120 to 
115. and this time his margin was three- 
quarters of a length. The track was 
“good.” and the winner was timed in 
1:36+5 while racing as a solid 3-to-1 sec- 
ond choice to Pied d’Or. held at 2.60 to 1.

Kelso's Limit: 136 


New York. Trainer Carl Hanford 
said that 135 pounds had not kept Kelso 
out ef this week’s Man o’ War Handicap. 

“Weight is not the reason.” Hanford 
said. “It’s just that he has had some 
tough races. and the Brooklyn was one 
of his toughest with 136 pounds.” 

Hanford said the horse would be ship- 
ped to Saratoga. “We might run in one 
race there.” he said. “possibly the Sara- 
toga Handicap. But it is hard to say at 
this time what we will definitely do. 
Weight will be a big factor. If 140 is 
assigned. then the Saratoga “Cap is out. 

“It may be we'll wait for the weight- 
for-age races in the fall, like the Jockey 
Gold Cup on October 2 at Belmont. There 
is also a possibility we might run him 
in the United Nations Handicap, at Atlan- 
tic City on September 16. But one thing 
appears pretty evident. August will be a 
lean month for Kelso.” 

Hanford said that 136 pounds was 
Kelso’s limit. ‘Asking him to carry more 
would seem impossible.” he added. “Two 
races like the Brooklyn would take the 
edge off any horse.” 

Kelso won the Brooklyn by a length and 
a quarter, but it was a tough struggle. 
Pacemaker Divine Comedy. with young 
Mickey Solomone, finished second after 
one time leading by 8 lengths. But Eddie 
Arcaro worked feverishly on Kelso in the 
stretch, and slowly. in the last 50 yards. 
he drew out on the field. 

“T had to tear into him.” Arcaro said. 
“That sucker had a big lead. 

“Put 140 pounds on this horse, and 
you'll break him down. Hell, he had 139 
when I got off. I checked it on the scale. 
The saddle cloth was dripping wet, and 
you must take into acount the skull cap. 
We don’t weigh-in with it.”

Drawn by rumors that new records were 
about to be established. an unusually 
large crowd packed into the sales pavilion 
at Keeneland on the night of July 24. 
Those who managed to get into the air- 
conditioned enclosure witnessed the most 
spectacular flight of money in the history 
of Thoroughbred yearling auctions. Some 
of the sightseers incidentally usurped the 
space allotted to buyers. 

The 65 head sold for a record one- 
session total of $1.264.700. The average. 
$19.457. was the highest ever for a single 
session at Keeneland or elsewhere. The 
$130.000 paid by John Olin for the 
Swaps—Obedient colt was far above the 
previous American record of $87,000 paid 
for *Rise ‘n Shine at Saratoga in 1956. 
and it surpassed the world record estab- 
lished at Newmarket in 1945 when the 
Gaekwar of Baroda went to 28.000 guineas 
(about $118.440) for Dante’s brother 
Sayajirao. which won the St. Leger 2 
years later. Leslie Combs II sold 10 
head for a record average of $51.150, 
and his consignment included not only 
the top-priced colt but the highest-priced 
filly ever sold. Shuette’s sister. which 
went to James G. Lockwood. agent for 
Maine Chance Farm, for $70.000. after a 
bidding duel with Mrs. John Olin. The 
36 colts brought $829,200; 29 fillies, 
$435.500. 

Lowest price in the consignment offered 
by Leslie Combs II, perennial leader 
among vendors at Keeneland. was $22.500. 
Spendthrift Farm. sold 18 head for an 
average of $13,180. Together the father 
and son sold 25 head for $722.700. aver- 
age $28.908.

The Law 


The high court convened in Dublin on 
July 5 to hear testimony in libel actions 
brought by trainer Michael Vincent 
O’Brien against the stewards of the Turf 
Club in Ireland. The 2 actions were of 
such a nature that the result would be of 
interest to racing authorities and horse- 
men the world over. 


O’Brien’s claims of libel were based on 
a statement published in the Jrish Racing 
Calendar of May 13, 1960, and on a repe- 
tition of the statement in the annual cal- 
endar for 1960. The statement said, in 
effect. that the stewards had met to hear 
the trainer’s explanation of the presence 
of a stimulant in samples of saliva and 
sweat taken from Chamour after the colt 
had won at the Curragh on April 20. 
1960: that the stewards. having heard 
evidence. were convinced that a drug or 
stimulant had been administered: and 
that. accordingly. under the rules of 
racing. they had declared him a disquali- 
fied person from May 13, 1960. until 
November 30. 1961. 


The stewards claimed that the words. 
in their natural and ordinary meaning. 
were no libel; that the publication was 
upon an occasion privileged in law; that 
the plaintiff. as holder of a trainer’s 
license, was subject to the control of the 
stewards; and that they published the 
statement in discharge of their duties. 
bona fide, and without malice. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan was about to 
swear in the jury when John A. Costello, 
leading counsel for the plaintiff. stepped 
forward and advised the court that the 
actions had been settled on the terms 
that a statement would be made in open 
court. He then read the following state- 
ment, in which the stewards apologized, 


not for their action, but for the language- 


used in reporting it for publication: 
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in Racing 


1. The Defendants, who were the Stewards of 
the Turf Club at the times when the statements 
of which complaints were made were published, 
and, as such were responsible for such publica- 
tion, acknowledge that that part of their de- 
cision as published disqualifying Mr. O’Brien 
under Rule 178 of the Rules of Racing meant that 
they had found that Mr. O’Brien was personally 
responsible for or was an accessory to the drugging 
of the horse Chamour in the Ballysax Maiden 


Plate at the Curragh on the 20th April 1960. 


2. The Stewards did not find and did not intend 
to convey that Mr. O’Brien was either personally 
responsible for or in any way an accessory to the 
drugging of the horse and they acknowledge that 
there was no evidence before them upon which 
such finding could have been made. 

3. They now disclaim having had any intention 
of imputing to Mr. O’Brien any such responsibility 
and unreservedly withdraw any imputation of that 
kind. 

4. The Stewards recognize that Mr. O’Brien’s 
object in bringing these actions was to clear his 
reputation of such imputations. 

5. Mr. O’Brien states that it was not his inten- 
tion at any time to challenge the authority of the 
Stewards or to question their bona fides. 

6. Mr. O’Brien recognizes that there was scien- 
tific evidence given at the Inquiry on the 13th 
May 1960 upon which the Stewards would have 
been entitled to hold that a drug had been ad- 
ministered to the horse, and that they would have 
been entitled if they thought fit in the exercise 
of their discretion under Rule 102 of the Rules 
of Racing to impose penalties on him which in 
fact they did. 

7. Mr. O’Brien maintains that the horse was not 
drugged and he has furnished to the Stewards 
scientific opinions and reports which were not 
available at the Inquiry in support of this. It is 
not necessary that this issue should be pursued 
further. 

8. The Stewards admit that the publication in 
the Annual Calendar 1960 published April 1961 
also imputes personal responsibility to Mr. O’Brien. 
Such publication was negligent on the part of the 
Turf Club and the Stewards accept responsibility, 
apologise and express regret to Mr. O’Brien for 
any injury and suffering that may have been 
caused to him or his family as a consequence of 
such publication. 

9. Mr. O’Brien has agreed to accept this state- 
ment as amends and to forego any claim to dam- 
ages. 

On this statement made in open Court the 
records of the two Actions may be withdrawn

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ISITORS to Austria should make it a point to 

spend an hour or 2 at Salzburg’s famous “Horse 
Pond.” The visit should include a walk to the Kapitel 
Plaza to view the Kapitelschwemme, depicting a 
Neptune group of horses, erected under the orders 
of Archbishop Leopold Anton Firmian in 1732 and 
designed by the great Donner, noted horse sculptor 
of his time. 

Salzburg’s Horse Pond, however, offers a much 
wider group of equine art in the form of sculptures 
by Mandl, done in 1695, and frescoes by Ebner, 
painted in 1732. 

The Horse Pond is overlooked by the majestic 
Salzburg castle, Festung Hohensalzburg, that was 
begun in the year of 1077 and enlarged during the 
17th century. The castle, too, is a must for visitors 
to this historic city of culture whose inhabitants 
never fail to demonstrate their hospitality to the 
stranger. 

Lighting at the Horse Pond is not always good 
for photographic purposes, since the pond is shad- 
owed by a natural wall of sheer rock, and some of 
the frescoes, in the passing of centuries, have faded 
somewhat. I understand that these are to undergo 
restoration in the near future. 

Austrians are keen admirers of good horses. 
At Vienna, for example, the inhabitants were just 
as disturbed by the wartime damage to the famous 
Spanish Riding School as they were by the injury 
done their marvelous opera house. Incidentally, both 
have been restored to their original state of mag- 
nificence.

Ferrari Grows 
In Pennsylvania 


By Harriet Daniel 


PirtspurGH. Bruno Ferrari. who made 
his first notable score in racing with the 
purchase of the 1960 Futurity winner 
Littlke Tumbler and last month bought 
Harmonizing from a Belmont Park pad- 
dock sale for $60,000. has converted one 
of his 4 cattle farms—Walnut Hill Farms 
—into a Thoroughbred establishment. The 
new horse farm is located near Donegal, 
Pa., approximately 40 miles from Pitts- 
burgh. 

Ferrari first became interested in racing 
about 3 years ago, when an 8-year-old un- 
raced broodmare was given to him. Dubby 
Dubb, by Devil Diver out of Miss Wezie, 
was in foal to *Rufigi, a stallion standing 
at Rolling Rock Farm, near Ligonier, Pa. 
The offspring was Dubby Diver, which 
Ferrari raced unsuccessfully last year. 
Dubby Dubb’s second foal, a colt by 
*Rolling Reck, was dropped in Florida. 

The Pennsylvania road builder plunged 
deeply last year. He claimed 7 horses, 
spent $62.700 for 7 yearlings at the Keene- 
land summer sales. and bought Little 
Tumbler for a sum said to be in the 
neighborhood of $175.000. 


Little Tumbler. bred by T. Owen Camp- 
bell. was bought by Meadowbrook Stable 
for $10.500 at the 1959 Keeneland summer 
sales. Ferrari became interested in her 
the day he saw her win the Futurity, lead- 
ing all the way to win 3 lengths over 
Globemaster. with Garwol finishing third. 
Little Tumbler was the first of her sex 
to win the Futurity since First Flight, 
in 1946. 

Ferrari began lengthy negotiations for 
the filly soon after the Futurity. and on 
October 15. 1960. Litthke Tumbler won 
Keeneland’s $15.000-added Alcibiades 
Stakes under his colors. She was unplaced 
in the $50.000-added Gardenia Stakes, 
and after another displeasing performance 
in the Frizette Stakes she was sent to 
Florida for a rest. In the Experimental 
Free Handicap she wads ranked fourth to 
Bowl of Flowers among the fillies. 

The yearlings Ferrari bought at Keene- 
land last year: Mighty Hurry, a colt by 
Mighty Story; Little Rejected. a filly by 
Rejected: Hurry In, a colt by Rejected; 
Su Ka Wa, a colt by Barbizon; Miss 
Beau Lea. a filly by Beau Max; Foolish 
Question. a Tom Fool filly; and Royal 
Trump. a colt by Royal Note. 

Su Ka Wa won 3 of his first 4 starts, 
including the Gulfstream Park Dinner 
Stakes and Aqueduct’s Youthful Stakes. 
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His stable having assumed large pro- 
portions, Ferrari decided he needed a 
farm for them. He chose his farm at 
Donegal. 

A cattle barn was remodeled into a 
magnificent stable of 12 box stalls inside 
in knotty pine. On the outside the stalls 
are finished oak, stained and varnished. 
Each stall has aluminum bars’ with 
aluminum hay racks and aluminum feed 
boxes. The ceiling is of plywood. 

A second training barn and a_ brood- 
mare barn probably will be built before 
the summer is over. 

The farm raises all its own grain and 
hay. 

The fencing is white; the paddocks are 
ample. A half-mile training track has 
been completed, except for rails, and a 
starting gate is on order. Ferrari plans 
to have his horses broken and _ trained 
in Pennsylvania. 

Walnut Hill Farm is under the man- 
agement of Roy H. Hutchinson, assisted 
by Ronald Bradshaw. Norman Reagan is 
exercise boy. 

Ferrari, who makes his home at La- 
trobe, is the owner of the Latrobe Con- 
struction Company. He has been in the 
construction business for 30 years. 

A son, Bruno Ferrari Jr., shares his 
father’s interest in cattle and race horses, 
acting as overseer for the farms and 
traveling with his father to the race tracks 
and horse sales. 

Early this year Ferrari bought a half- 
interest in Meadowbrook Farms. at Ocala, 
and on March 24 he was elected to the 
board of directors of the Florida Thor- 
oughbred Breeders’ Association.

Accolades for 
Right Royal

Lonpon. “The best horse I have seen 
since Nearco.” These were the words with 
which the Chantilly trainer Etienne Pol- 
let greeted me as we met on the iron 
stairway leading from the press and train- 
ers’ stands at Ascot to the winner’s en- 
closure where Pollet was to receive Mme. 
Jean Couturie’s colt Right Royal after 
his great victory over St. Paddy in the 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes on Saturday, July 15. 

This was not an offhand opinion, hastily 
expressed in the exhilaration of a great 
moment. It was a considered judgment, 
based on what Pollet knew about the 
colt, which has now won more than 
£95.000 in 7 races. Six weeks earlier, after 
Right Royal had won the Prix du Jockey 
Club at Chantilly, this able trainer had 
told me that it would be impossible for 
any 3-year-old in Europe to beat his colt 
at level weights, or for any 4-year-old 
to beat him at weight-for-age. 

Fresh from seeing Right Royal's tri- 
umph at Chantilly. I had no alternative 
but to agree—only to lose confidence 
slightly after St. Paddy’s record-breaking 
gallop in the Eclipse Stakes on July 8. 

The King George VI and Queen Eliz- 
abeth Stakes, run over 114 miles. is for 
3-year-olds and upwards. the 3-year-olds 
carrying 119 pounds and their elders 133.

year-old Aggressor, which beat Petite 
Etoile last year. English horses have won 
it 6 times, French 3 times. while *Ribot 
won for Italy in 1956 and Ballymoss for 
Ireland 2 years later 

Only 4 runners went to the post for the 
1961 renewal. which was worth £23.090 
to the winning owner. St. Paddy. winner 
of last year’s Derby and St. Leger, was 
unbeaten in 9 races this season. The other 
4-year-old was Apostle, which had run St. 
Paddy to three-quarters of a length in 
the Voltigeur Stakes at York last August 
and had run 4 times this season without 
being beaten. The 3-year-clds were Rock- 
avon and Right Royal. Rockavon, trained 
in Scotland by George Boyd, had not run 
since winning the Two Thousand Guineas 
at Newmarket on April 26. 

Three of the 4 runners had won 5 
classic races, for Right Royal had won 
the French Two Thousand Guineas as well 
as the Prix du Jockey Club (French 
Derby). 

In the paddock before the race. Right 
Royal. a magnificent dark brown standing 
16:3. looked as if he could carry any 
one of his opponents and still win. More- 
over. he appeared to have an ideal temper- 
ament: he was quite unmoved by the 
violent thunderstorm which broke half an 
hour before the start and caused St. 
Paddy to refuse to enter his saddling box. 

As was expected. Lester Piggott sent 
St. Paddy to the front from the start and 
set a moderate pace. maintaining his lead 
around the final bend, with Roger Poin- 
celet on Right Royal a couple of lengths 
behind him. Two furlongs from home 
Piggott began to look uneasy, and soon 
afterward he started to ride St. Paddy 
for all he was worth. But there was little 
response from the English colt. and Right 
Royal just had to lengthen his stride to 
take the lead with a furlong to go and 
sweep past St. Paddy to win as he liked 
by 3 lengths. Rockavon was third, 4 
lengths behind St. Paddy and some way 
in front of Apostle. 

After the race. Mme. Couturie and 
her trainer Pollet were received by Queen 
Elizabeth IT. “I was terrified when I heard 
that the Queen wanted to talk to me alone. 
but she put me at my ease at once. She 
told me that the first thing she noticed 
about Right Royal was his perfect temper- 
ament.” said Pollet. 

Right Royal is by Owen Tudor out of 
Bastia. by Tornado or Victrix out of 
*Barberybush II, by *Ksar. Both the 
dam and granddam. as well as Right 
Royal. were bred by Mme. Couturie at 
her stud near Le Mans in France. 

Owen Tudor. now 23 years old. won 
the Derby in 1941. His best British-bred 
sons have been *Tudor Minstrel and 
Abernant, while in France he has been 
responsible for Le Geographe, winner of 
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the Grand Criterium in 1953, and Elpen- 
or. winner of the Ascot Gold Cup a year 
later. 

Right Royal will be given one more 
race, at Longchamp early in September, 
before running in the Prix de l’Arc de 
Triomphe on October 8, after which he 
will be retired to stud and become the 
property of a syndicate which includes 
several leading American and British 
breeders. 

Finally, 3 well earned bouquets. First, 
to Mme. Couturie. that charming Eng- 
lish-speaking French lady who has never 
failed to give the press, and anyone else 
interested, all the information they re- 
quired concerning the plans for her colt. 
Second. to Etienne Pollet, the trainer, 
through whose friendly co-operation (al- 
though he speaks no English), many cor- 
respondents. including myself, have been 
privileged to visit his stables at Chantilly 
and see Right Royal at work. Lastly, to 
Roger Poincelet. France’s brilliant and 
respected rider. who in one season has 
won the French Two Thousand Guineas, 


the French Derby. the Epsom Derby 
(Psidium). and now this great Ascot 
race. which. incidentally. he won on 


Vimy in 1955. 


Consolation from Ascot 


As if anticipating that English writers 
would report the results of the Royal 
Ascot meeting with too much _ patriotic 
glee, Vatout summarized the meeting from 
a Gallic point of view in an article in 
Sport-Complet (Paris). Never since the 
war, he said, had horses from France 
been represented in so few of the races— 
only 4 of the 24. And never had failure 
provoked so much consolation. In fact, 
the first 3 in the Ascot Gold Cup were 
Pandofell. son of the French mare Nadika; 
Jet Stream. by the French stallion Alizier 
out of the French mare Streamlace, by 
Vatellor: and Prolific. out of the French 
mare Cent Fois. by Deux pour Cent. 
Further. from the total of £66.729 dis- 
tributed to the 24 winners. £33.551 went 
to horses with French maternal grand- 
sires. Ten winners were cut of daughters 
of French-bred stallions, and 2 others, 
including the Coronation Stakes winner 


Aiming High, by Djebe, were by French 
horses. These results proved how deeply 
indebted to French stock was English 
breeding, which had drawn its stamina 
from across the Channel for many years. 


Great Captain's Son 


The 5-furlong Chesham Stakes at the 
Royal Ascot meeting was open to “2-year- 
olds sired by a winner of a race of a mile 
and a half or over.” The winner was Lord 
Ennisdale’s colt Kathyanga, by Great 
Captain—Celestial Gold, by Golden 
Cloud. Kathyanga was eligible to the 
race because his sire won a 114-mile 
classified handicap at Belmont Park in 
1953. Great Captain, bred by Ogden 
Phipps, is a 12-year-old son of War Ad- 
miral out of the Selima Stakes winner 
Big Hurry, by Black Toney out of the 
great producer *La Troienne, by *Teddy. 
He raced 5 seasons in the U. S. Since 
1957 he has stood at the Brownstown Stud 
at the Curragh, County Kildare. Kathy- 
anga was bred in Ireland by P. J. Pren- 
dergast. who trains him. 


AUSTRALIA 


Shaffer, Drayton on Tour 


Sypney. E. E. Dale Shaffer, president 
of the Thoroughbred Racing Associations, 
D. W. Gardiner. secretary of the Detroit 
race track, and S. J. Drayton, organ- 
izer of the Thoroughbred Racing Protec- 
tive Bureau. have been looking us over 
at Australian race courses. 

Drayton. who served 14 years as a 
special agent and as administrative assist- 
ant to FBI director J. Edgar Hoover. made 
an interesting statement to a Sydney 
newspaper in which he claimed that the 
Protective Bureau had practically elim- 
inated doping in America. When a posi- 
tive swab is found, a squad of officials 
goes to the trainer’s quarters, questions 
everybody associated with the stable, and 
makes a thorough search of all property, 
including the trainer’s car, said Drayton. 

He also said that every owner in 
America is investigated by the TRPB be- 
fore he is allowed to race a horse. This 
is to assure that, as well as being a de- 
sirable person. the owner has the finances 
to afford to race a horse. This move was 
to prevent racketeers from using a “front 
man” to register their horses. Finger- 
printing of all persons connected with 
horse racing in the States had been a big 
factor in keeping racing clean. 

D. Glasgow. secretary of the Australian 
Jockey Club, said the AJC was not likely 
to consider using the fingerprint system. 
He refused to comment when asked 
whether the AJC was using undercover 
agents to check on jockeys and trainers. 
Mr. Drayton had remarked that American

A stakes winner at distances from six to nine furlongs, Gray 
Phantom won $129,670 and is *Ambiorix’s leading money- 
winning son at stud.

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Inaugurated in 1951, it has been won by 
jockeys and trainers were under continual 
surveilance by undercover agents. The 
agents. he said, kept a check on whether 
jockeys and trainers were associating 
with undesirable characters or with illegal 
bookmakers. 


The Australian Jockey Club has _ in- 
tensified its campaign to keep riders, 
trainers. bookmakers. and betting men on 
the straight and narrow. After banning 
“Hollywood George” Edser. big punter. 
from the race courses and refusing to 
renew the license of leading bookie Jack 
Large. the club held an all-day quiz of 
jockeys and apprentices prior to issuing 
of licenses for the new season beginning 
August 1. 

One of the top jockeys quizzed was 
Me! Schumaker. who a few days later 
was suspended for 2 months for careless 
riding and interference with a horse rid- 
den by George Moore. At the same time 
an apprentice was ousted for “team rid- 
ing” in concert with another apprentice. 
His horse did not rise to the occasion; 
he was beaten into second place. 


Good Girl 


Sypney. The grand filly Wenona Girl 
(Wilkes—Golden Chariot) has eclipsed 
Australia’s stakes-winning mare Evening 
Peal’s money-winning record. Winner of 


a Melbourne Cup, Evening Peal ended 
her career with £30,744. Wenona Girl. 
still a 3-year-old. raised her total to 
£31,090 with a score in a sprint race at 
suburban Canterbury Park. *Wiggle II. a 
truly great one, had £30.375 to her credit 
at the close of her 3-year-old season. 

Wenona Girl is hardy. She had a busy 
autumn campaign, during which she won 
the Adrian Knox Stakes, 114 mile at Rand- 
wick. After that she ran second in a 
flying handicap to Fine and Dandy. Taken 
to Brisbane for the rich Stradbroke Handi- 
cap. 7 furlongs, she ran poorly. 

On her return to Sydney she showed 
on the training track that she was raring 
to go, so her owner. W. Longworth. chair- 
man of Sydney Turf Club, decided to 
tackle a smart field at Canterbury Park. 
She went out an odds-on favorite and did 
not give her supporters the slightest sug- 
gestion of palpitation. 

The Queensland horse High Society. 4. 
by Melbourne Cup winner Dalray out of 
Incomparable. upset the strong challenge 
from New Zealand and the Australian 
States in winning the £10,000 Doomben 
Cup. 11 furlongs less 27 yards. at Bris- 
bane. He carried 101 pounds, a luxury 
weight which proved too light for the 


second and third horses Persian Lyric 
(130) and Oreka (112). 

Persian Lyric (Persian Book—Lyrical 
Lass). a full brother to Prince Darius, 
had won the Stradbroke Handicap, and 
with George Moore in the saddle he was 
a 4-to-1 favorite at Doomben. Oreka, now 
trained by T. J. Smith. is by Targui— 
Beet. For a week or more before the race 
a hot word battle was waged between 
Persian Lyric’s owner, J. Mandel, and 
trainer Smith. both of whom declared that 
Moore had agreed to ride their horses. 
Moore declared for Persian Lyric and 
thought he should have won. On _ the 
home turn he struck trouble when Earl- 
wood, winner of the Cup in the 2 previous 
years. dropped back on Persian Lyric. 

Oreka’s jockey also had a_hard-luck 
story. His mount reared in the starting 
stalls. losing 2 to 3 lengths. 

High Society was always well placed 
near the lead and the others were not 
good enough to run him down in the 
home stretch. 

It was a hot field. including Aquanita. 
winner of the Ten Thousand a week ear- 
lier; Savage. a New Zealander which had 
a win over Tulloch to his credit; and Wai- 
pari. which started favorite for the Caul- 
field Cup last October. 

Two of the runners have run their last 
race — Earlwood and the gray Martello 
Towers. winner of the AJC Derby and 
other good races. Jack BRIDGES

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The Trouble With Too Much Kindness 


There are some wry traditions associated with the public 


relations of Thoroughbred racing. For instance. 

1) Racing must have a “co-operative press.” 

2) The public is entitled to know anything that reflects 
credit on the Thoroughbred sport. 

3) Bad news is no news. 

4) A co-operative press will understand that the less 
it says about a difficult situation, the easier it will be for 
management to find the proper solution. 

5) By extension, some situations are so difficult that 
they should not be mentioned at all. 

6) The public image of racing should always wear its 
halo at a proper angle. 

These propositions are not written into the code of 
ethics of any organization in racing. They are implicit in 
the behavior and attitudes of responsible authorities, executives, 
officials, public relations departments, and the co-operative 
press. Behind the unwritten hexalogue is the implication 
that the strength of racing lies in a steadfast policy of ignoring 
its weakness. 

The co-operative press is now an institution. It speaks 
well of racing. It avoids sensitive matters which make authority 
and management uncomfortable. It lets sleeping dogs lie. If 
management puts its head in the sand, and thus presents an 
invitation for a kick in the pants, the press is not tempted. 
If a sweet. uncritical press is a measure of success and happi- 
ness, American racing is in a golden age. 

The results are mixed, however. In the absence of any 
kind of public prodding, many problems are allowed to lie 
untouched. Further, the traditions of the journalism of racing 
discourage the attention of the more curious and imaginative 
writers. The effort to represent racing as noble and pure to 
the point of asepsis has the effect, sometimes, of making it 
appear merely pompous, rather than interesting and chal- 
lenging. 

We do not suggest that a horde of muckrakers should 
descend upon racing in the fashion that was popular in the 
1890’s and early 1900’s. There was muck to rake in those 
days. The amount of it’ available today is so small by compari- 
son that it would have to be plucked with tweezers. In those 
days. too. the American people were at the crest of a reform 
movement so violent that it condemned virtually all forms of 
pleasure except the Wednesday night prayer meetings. The 
principal danger to racing today is not the zeal of the re- 
former, but the abundance of other forms of entertainment 
in competition with it. 

We do suggest that racing would benefit from constructive 
criticism and from giving its own attention more openly to 
brozd problems within the sport. 
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How, for instance—perhaps we should say how on earth—- 
are we to reverse the trend toward too much racing? Even if 
the press remains indefinitely so co-operative that it overlooks 
this problem, the responsible authorities in racing should not 
overlook it. State legislatures should cease to ignore it. Racing 
commissions should call public attention to it. More and 
more racing, simply to provide more and more betting pools 
and more and more revenue, tends not toward extinction, but 
toward surfeit and loss of popular appeal. 

How, for instance, do we face the mounting problems 
associated with backstretch working conditions which have 
survived from another and very different era? Certainly not by 
having a press so co-operative that it never mentions the matter 
until a strike threatens the closing of one of the country’s 
great race courses. The activities of union leaders and the 
response of workers were legitimate and lively news long 
before the strike of July 21 at Aqueduct, but the press re- 
frained from reporting the news until squads of police had 
escorted privately owned vans from Belmont Park through the 
picket lines at Aqueduct. Ignoring the problems did not have 
the effect of causing them to go away. 

The strike at Aqueduct, whatever its immediate results 
may be, carries broad implications of grave concern to racing 
everywhere on the North American continent. [It occurred in 
a state with the most enlightened supervision and management. 
and with superior working conditions for backstretch labor. 
and this fact poses the question as to what will happen in 
areas where working conditions and wages are less agreeable. 
Beyond that, it raises the alarming question as to how man- 
agement and horsemen are to protect themselves against hos- 
tility engendered by long neglect of the problem and more 
immediately by dismissals in reprisal for invoking the power 
of the union. 

The strike and its background are, in short, proper matters 
for reporting and open discussion. Even if the union is frus- 
trated by the fact that no responsible spokesman can be found 
to represent the multitude of independent owners and trainers. 
the basic problem remains. It will not be in the best interest 
of racing to ignore the problem as long as possible. 

It is a most disturbing prospect that the backstretch labor 
force may come to give its first loyalties to a union. rather 
than to the horses. Almost as disturbing is the fact that 
the press found it convenient and altogether proper to ignore 
the developments leading up to the alarming possibilities 
which must now be faced. 

A press which is too co-operative becomes claque. 
Racing itself would do better to let its halo down once in 
a while.
